These volumes cover in nontechnical 

language every important field of science 

as well as applications of science in indus- 
try, agriculture, and commerce. Informa- 
tion in the set is organized into 15 groups: 

The Universe, The Earth, Life, Plant Life, 

Animal Life, Man, Health, Matter and 

Energy, Industry, Transportation, Com- 

munication, Science Through the Ages, 

Society, Household Science, and Projects 

and Experiments. Chapters from these 

groups appear in each of the ten volumes. 

The Book of Popular Science was first 
published in 1924 in 15 volumes; it was an 
adaptation of an English work called 
Harmsworth’s Popular Science. In 1932, 
Dr. Dexter S. Kimball, Dean of the Cor- 
nell University College of Engineering, 
became editor-in-chief. Under his direc- 
tion, in 1939 the number of volumes was 
reduced from 15 to 12. Dr. Lawrence M. 
in 1950, 
and he still retains that position. A policy 
of continuous revision was adopted, and 
the set was bound in ten volumes although 
the number of pages remained the same 
as in the former twelve-volume set. 

This set has been reviewed in the Sub- 
scription Books Bulletin, January 1930, 
and again in October 1939, and January 
1955. 


Levin became executive editor 
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The 1958 edition is similar in arrange- 
ment to earlier editions. Fourteen of the 
groups of topics into which the set is 
organized are exactly the same as those 
in the 1954 edition, with a fifteenth, “Proj- 
ects and Experiments,” added. Each vol- 
ume contains chapters from most of the 
15 groups, but not all groups are found 
in each volume. This results in a reader 
having to use all ten volumes to get all 
the chapters on the broad subjects of 
Animal Life or of Industry, for example. 
Also, this arrangement compels a reader 
interested in satellites to use the index 
and then use four volumes to locate the 
material listed. If he wanted material on 
plastics, he would have to use seven vol- 
umes to locate the available material. The 
publishers state as their reasons for this 
arrangement: “This arrangement empha- 
sizes the fact that the different sciences 
are not sealed compartments, but that they 
overlap in many ways. The abundant va- 
riety in each volume will stimulate the 
interest of readers who might feel intimi- 
dated by too many consecutive chapters 
in chemistry, or physics or astronomy, as 
in a textbook.” It is difficult to see how 
this arrangement would make any reader 
aware that the sciences overlap, as an 
article Heat Engines is followed by The 
Bacteria, Conquering the Ocean, Flowers, 
Fruits and Seeds, and Our Liquid Gold. 
Such a variety of topics might be more 
interesting to the desultory reader than 
all related topics together, but it makes it 
difficult to locate all the information avail- 
able in the set on broad subjects, and it 
makes it impossible to locate anything 
without first consulting the index in the 
last volume. The overlapping nature of 
the sciences would be more apparent if a 
more logical juxtaposition of at least some 
topics, say, “Living Electric Batteries” and 
“Electronics,” were provided rather than 
the designedly random arrangement now 
used. 

The sciences covered in the set are ac- 
curately presented and the material is 
reasonably up to date, including such 
topics as transistors and the first United 
States earth satellite launched on January

| in which year-to-year data are not the 


latest and very recent events are cited 
only if particularly outstanding. Of the 401 


| chapters in the set, 198 were written by 


132 contributors whose names are signed 


| to the articles. A list of the contributors 
| with the articles each has written appears 
| in the front of volume one. Since many of 
| these contributors are authorities in their 
| fields, for example, De Forest and Dobz- 


hansky, a degree of accuracy is assured. , 
The other 203 chapters were written by 
staff members, but their work was sub- 
mitted to experts for checking. 

In the 1954 edition the pages were num- 
bered consecutively from page 1 in volume 
1, to page 4,269 in volume 10. The 1958 
edition has pagination consecutive only 
within a given volume, so that each vol- 
ume begins with page 1. This change 
makes the index easier to use, as an entry 
would now be 8-118, instead of 8, 3211 as 
found in the 1954 edition. 

The last or tenth volume contains not 
only articles in 14 of the 15 subject groups, 


| but also Selected Readings in Science, 
Scientific Facts and Figures, General Out- 


line, and Alphabetical Index. The biblio- 
graphical section is new in the 1958 edition 
and consists of 25 pages with over 800 
entries arranged in the same 15 groups 
used throughout the set. There are cross 


| references at the end of many articles 


sending the reader to the bibliography on 
that subject in volume 10. This bibliog- 
raphy was prepared by Jack E. Brown, 
formerly First Assistant of the New York 


| Public Library Science and Technology 


Division, and now Chief Librarian of 
Canada’s National Research Council. 
Within each group the titles are listed 
under specific topics, and arranged al- 
phabetically, for example, The Earth: 
General Works (eleven titles), Atmos- 
phere (four titles), Caves (three titles), 
Earthquakes (three titles), Fossils (six 
titles). The compiler states that the anno- 
tation given for each work indicates how 
advanced it is, but in many cases there 
is no way of telling whether the title is 
easy to read, or difficult and for the ad- 
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vanced student. These bibliographies are 
very good; most of the titles were pub- 
lished in the late 1940’s or early 1950's, 
and there are also many 1955 titles and 
a few 1956. Writings of recognized author- 
ities are cited in nearly all fields. 

The next section entitled Scientific Facts 
and Figures gives such tables as List of 
Chemical Elements, The Periodic Table, 
Physical Constants, and The Signs of the 
Zodiac. The General Outline lists the 15 
broad subject areas or groups showing the 
articles or chapters found in each volume. 
The section Science Through the Ages 
shows the chronological development of 
science from its beginning to the present 
time. The publishers state that “In each 
volume correlated chapters follow one 
another in logical learning order so that 
information about a particular science 
progresses from the general to the speci- 
fic.” In some sections this progression may 
be readily perceived. In other sections, 
the logic of sequence is not apparent. The 
General Outline reveals that the subject 
group with the largest number of articles 
is Animal Life with 59, followed by Matter 
and Energy with 48. The subject groups 
with the least number of articles are So- 
ciety with 8, and Household Science with 
9. The Alphabetical Index consists of 169 
pages; illustrations and diagrams are en- 
tered and an asterisk indicates illustrated 
articles. The index is arranged alphabeti- 
cally by word. It is also a fact index, giving 
some material not found in the main part 
of the set. It is reasonably adequate for 
a set of this size and coverage, providing 
specific access to personal names, objects, 
and animals, for example. It is not highly 
analytical and does not establish the set 
as a true work of reference. 

The set is attractively bound in gray 
buckram with a different colored photo- 
graph on the cover of each volume. Vol- 
ume numbers are clearly marked on the 
spine and on the front cover by means of 
a brown number on a yellow background. 
The two-column page and the thousands 
of illustrations add to the attractiveness 
of the volumes. However, there are some 


evidences of worn plates, resulting in

The 1954 edition was claimed by the 
publishers as designed for “reference 
needs of students from junior high 
through college years.” The 1958. edition, 
they state, supplies “enrichment material 
at junior and senior high school levels.” 
The revised claim seems to be more ap- 
propriate, as the set is not on the college 
level and does not meet reference needs. 

Within the stated purpose of providing 
easily read chapters on a wide variety of 
topics, the compilation succeeds. It is suit- 
able for arousing an initial interest in 
scientific matters, but does not provide 
sufficient depth to take the place of a 
minimum collection of basic works. Al- 
though The Book of Popular Science is 
interesting, factually accurate, up to date, 
and suitable for browsing, it is not recom- 
mended for purchase by libraries for ref- 
erence purposes, as the arrangement 
makes such use extremely difficult. How- 
ever, it may be recommended for homes 
where broad interest in science is indi- 
cated and for school and public libraries 
to provide supplementary reading ma- 
terial.

The dictionary portion of this work was 
originally published as Mr. Wyld’s Uni- 
versal Dictionary of the English Language 
(London: Routledge, 1932); the New 
York edition issued by Dutton in the same 
year was reviewed in Subscription Books 
Bulletin, October 1934. In 1938 a three- 
volume American edition was printed 
from the same plates by Standard Ameri- 
can Corporation, with an added Preface, 
a nine-page Appendix by Hugh Buss, and 
an enlarged section of Addenda and Cor- 
rigenda; a one-volume edition brought out 
by Consolidated Book Publishers in the 
same year was reviewed in Subscription 


Books Bulletin, October 1938. 

A biographical sketch of Mr. Wyld (who 
died in 1945) appears in Who Was Who. 
He obviously had no part in the present 
work beyond the Universal Dictionary, for 
the preparation of which his broad etymo- 
logical and philological knowledge emi- 
nently fitted him. He was at the time 
(1932) Merton Professor of English Lan- 
guage and Literature at Oxford. 

Sketches of Eric Partridge appear in 
Who’s Who and International Who’s Who. 
His many works in the field of language 
and literature include Dictionary of Ab- 
breviations; Dictionary of the Under- 
world, British and American; and, as co- 
author, British and American English 
Since 1900. His role in the preparation of 
the book under review is not clear, for 
his name was not found in the introduc- 
tion or connected with any one of the 
encyclopedia sections. 

“Participants in research . . . and in 
guiding this volume to the public are Mr. 
E. Stieri, Miss J. T. Adams and the staff 
of Editorial Service. Layout and produc- 
tion of the 64 full-page illustrations in 
color by Irving Kligfield.” Search of sev- 
eral biographical dictionaries failed to 
locate information about Mr. Stieri or 
Miss Adams. Books in Print lists Eman- 
uele Stieri as the author of ten books on 
home repairs and similar subjects. 

A section headed Contributors contains 
no names of persons, but does list some 
80 corporate entities “that have cooper- 
ated in the production of this volume.” 
Included are Lennon Wall Paper Com- 
pany, New York Stock Exchange, Santa 
Fe Railway, United Nations, The United 
States and Territories, University of Chi- 
cago, and University of Wisconsin. The 
contribution of some of these seems to 
have been to furnish cuts for illustrations. 

The aim of the publishers, as stated in 
the Preface, is “to present in one compact 
volume the entire range of language and 
reference information needed in daily 
home, school, library, and business affairs 

. completely up to date, accurate, and 
informative. . . . Users of all ages will 
find its . . . 2624 pages filled with useful 
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... information.” The review copy actually 
has 2,560 pages—64 fewer than the pub- 
lishers claim. 

In addition to the page of Participants 
and Contributors, the prefatory material 
includes a Preface (replacing Mr. Wyld’s 
signed preface) signed by Emanuele 
Stieri; Abbreviations used in this Dic- 
tionary; an Introduction, of which part I 
contains General Remarks on English Ety- 
mology by the Editor and part II discusses 
The Sounds of Primitive Aryan and their 
treatment in the Aryan language and The 
History of English in England; and Rules 
for Pronunciation. All but Mr. Stieri’s 
Preface and the page of Participants and 
Contributors is identical with prefatory 
material in the 1932 edition and appears 
to have been reproduced by photo-offset 
from that material. 

The dictionary proper stops at page 
1600; supplementary reference material 
fills the remaining 37 per cent of the vol- 
ume. The contents lists this material as 
follows:

When the accents are put immediate- 
ly over diacritical marks, they sometimes 
appear to be new diacritical marks. 

United States spellings are often indi- 
cated as the final items of information. 
Thus (U.S.A.) pineapple, printed at the 
end in boldface, indicates the American 
spelling of pine-apple. Such additions 
loom large among the relatively few 
changes in Wyld’s 1932 text. When vari- 
ants are given at the beginning, the 
British spelling is shown first, e.g.: gaso- 
lene; pyjamas also pajamas. American 
meanings are not always defined, e.g.: 
hood, sugarhouse, sycamore. American 
terms are sometimes omitted, e.g.: pied- 
mont, whiffletree (given as whippletree). 

From a count comparison of the letter 
Q with the American College Dictionary 
it was discovered that Little & Ives main 
entries totaled about a third more than 
American College entries; but many 
derivatives given separate entry in Little 


& Ives were subordinated in American 
College. Each had some words the other 
did not. Little & Ives, for instance, had 
quackish, quag, quaich, questionary, and 
quern; American College had quackgrass, 
quadriceps, Quaker gun, quebracho, and 
Queen Anne’s lace. 

A comparison with the “New Words 
and Meanings” section of Information 
Please Almanac, 1955 showed that of 48 
new and new-usage terms beginning with 
the letters G and R only four (gobbledy- 
gook, gremlin, gyropilot, radar) were in 
Little & Ives, either in the main diction- 
ary or among the addenda. Not included 
were such terms as genocide, geriatric, 
guided missile, racism, reactor, recession, 
and rocketship. “Completely up to date” 
seems not the proper description for at 
least the dictionary portion of this work. 

There are no colored illustrations de- 
spite the credit line given Mr. Kligfield 
in the introductory matter. The 3,000 
black-and-white illustrations, which were 
not a part of the 1932 edition, are gen- 
erally helpful, but are sometimes so dark 
that a clear impression of the object or 
process is difficult. The illustrations do 
not always clarify the work indicated. The 
uncaptioned illustration located immedi- 
ately above octagon, for example, shows 
not an octagon but an octahedron, the 
definition for which is some lines farther 
down the page. 

There is a lack of uniformity in size 
and style of type in the encyclopedia sec- 
tions. Dictionary of the Bible, for instance, 
has exceedingly small print. The section 
Dictionary of Common Christian Names 
has a high proportion of broken letters. 

Many of the sections (e.g.: Dictionary 
of Classical Mythology, Dictionary of 
Rhyming Words, Dictionary of Synonyms 
and Antonyms) cannot be expected to 
contain much new material; these are in 
general adequate for a one-volume work. 
The recency of Dictionary of the Modern 
World Gazetteer is attested by the pres- 
ence of 1950 census figures for U.S. place 
names. 

Dictionary of Historical Tables appears 
to be a photo-offset reprint of old copy 
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with items added at the end of each sec- 
tion to bring events in the various coun- 
tries up to date; 1957 events were re- 
corded for Egypt, England, Greece, and 
Hungary. 

Dictionary of Ancient and Modern Maps 
consists almost entirely of historical maps, 
rather poor, and often unrelated to the 
brief historical sketch accompanying many 
of them. The only dated “modern” map 
observed is one of India in 1956. No maps 
are shown for Italy, France, and Ger- 
many later than 1648. The historical 
sketches are usually only of very early 
history of the regions concerned. The 
sketch of Bohemia goes to 1306, that of 
Ireland to the twelfth century, that of the 
United States to 1643. 

In a work of this kind some overlap- 
ping among sections is perhaps inevitable. 
But the inclusion of sections headed Dic- 
tionary of Frequently Mis-spelled Words 
and Dictionary of Spelling seems of dubi- 
ous advantage to the user, especially since 
they are. placed at some distance from 
each othér. Many terms in Dictionary of 
Medical Terms are defined equally well 
or better in the principal dictionary. There 
are some terms (e.g.: malocclusion, manic, 
myocarditis, myopia, and terramycin) not 
in the main dictionary where one would 
expect to find them. On the other hand, 
epidemiology is defined in the main dic- 
tionary and not in the medical dictionary. 
The reader must accordingly look in both 
indexes to make certain whether a medi- 
cal term has been covered. 

The format of the work is fairly satis- 
factory. The binding is firm, with rein- 
forcements at the first and last signatures. 
The back is flexible, so that the dictionary 
opens flat, but during the short period of 
inspection a developed. Guide 
words at the top show the first and last 
entries of the page. Entry words are bold- 
faced. Different sizes and styles of type 
are used in the encyclopedia sections: 
these vary in quality ranging from good 
to very small and very antiquated. There 
is a fair amount of breakage of letters in 
the dictionary text, and the ink is notice- 
ably lighter on some pages than on others. 
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Where material has been inserted, the 
spacing is sometimes irregular. Occasion- 
ally a line of text from the original has 
been dropped; anadem, for instance, has 
lost its definition. Thumb indexes are 
provided for letters of the alphabet and 
for sections (by number, not by title) of 
the reference portion. 

The Little & Ives Webster Dictionary 
and Home Reference Library is a relative- 
ly inexpensive one-volume reference 
work containing a large amount of gen- 
eral information, and as such has con- 
siderable appeal for home and office use. 
The dictionary portion is scholarly and 
authoritative. But the lack of syllabication 
and the emphasis on British spellings, 
definitions, and pronunciations make it of 
dubious assistance to the public in the 
United States, for whose use this edition 
seems primarily intended. Moreover, the 
almost complete omission of words added 
to the language in the past twenty years, 
and of many American terms, does not 
support the publisher’s contentions of up- 
to-dateness and inclusiveness. Although 
some of the encyclopedia sections are in- 
formative and up to date, as a whole they 
are of uneven quality. Because of short- 
comings in both the encyclopedia and 
the dictionary portions, the work is not 
recommended.

Albert Schweitzer. Jerome Hill. Distrib- 
utor: Contemporary. 1958. 80min. $350; 
color, $500. Available on seven-year-lease 
basis only. 

The simplicity and sincerity which are part 
of Albert Schweitzer’s greatness are evident in 
this film biography. Starting with his early 
childhood, portrayed by his grandson, the film 
traces the major influences in his life to the 
age of thirty when he gave up his career as 
theologian and musician and dedicated his 
life to the service of mankind. The latter half 
of the film shows the present-day Schweitzer 
in Lambarene, in his hospital, supervising 
construction in the settlement, at the organ, 
enjoying his cat and other animals, and work- 
ing on his philosophical writings. The film was 
six years in the making, and many of the 
technical difficulties encountered are ex- 
plained by the producers in a prolog. The 
color print is disappointing, although some 
of the jungle scenes come through clearly. 
However, the impact of the film is Schweitzer 
himself, not the scenery, and the black-and- 
white print is satisfactory in that respect. In 
spite of the length, the inspirational subject 
will give the film wide use in church groups 
and for general audiences. Narrated by Fred- 
ric March and Burgess Meredith; photo- 
graphed by Erica Anderson; musical score by 
Alec Wilder. 


Christmas on Grandfather’s farm. Coronet. 
1958. 22min. $110; color, $200. 

Filled with seasonal joy, this film authentically 
depicts Christmas on an American farm in the 
late 1890’s. In the opening scenes Grandmother 
Bradford is cooking, baking, and cleaning in 


preparation for the arrival of the children and 
grandchildren, and one daughter trims the 
tree. Christmas Eve, after some of the family 
return, Grandfather reads aloud the story of 
the Nativity from the Bible. When the rest of 
the family arrives on Christmas Day excite- 
ment runs high, and the exchange of gifts is 
climaxed by the gift of a young colt to the ten- 
year-old grandson. The film captures the deep 
emotion and homey atmosphere of Christmas 
when life was simpler and slower moving, and 
will delight the young as well as bring nostal- 
gic pleasure to the old. The warmhearted 
message of family love and teamwork makes it 
suitable for many groups, including church 
groups. 


Himalaya—life on the roof of the world.

A travel film with emphasis on life and 
customs shows some of the scenic beauties of 
the high Himalayas of perpetual snow but 
gives more attention to the peoples who live in 
the various areas on the southern slopes from 
Assam in the east to Kashmir in the west. Dis- 
tinctive features of physical characteristics, 
dress, occupation, religion, and arts and crafts 
are shown with some comment on the in- 
fluence of the habitat on the people. Each 
region is clearly pointed out on a relief map. 
Useful with geography study groups or for 
general travel interest.

A delightful satire on the motion-picture in- 
dustry—both the movie-makers and the mov- 
ie-goers—through the ages.
